that state of mind. No motorist really wants 
to kill anybody, but there are lots of motor- 
ists who will risk a minor accident, a scrap- 
ed fender or the like, for the sake of get- 
ting ahead a few feet in a line of traffic. 


The thought we have for the motorist 


•with no intention whatever of killing any- 
body is this: The difference between a 
scraped fender and a fatal accident may be 
only a difference of inches, possibly even 
of fractions of an inch. A slight change 
of direction or of speed on the part of 
either party and what seemed only a harm- 
Jess risk may spell death or lifelong re- 
gret.

The thought we have for the

b ody is this: 
The difference

scraped fender and a fatal accident may b e 
only a difference of inches, possib ly even 
of fractions of an inch. 
A slight change 
of direction or of speed on the part of 
either party and what seemed only a harm ­ 
less risk may spell death or lifelong re­ 
gret.

CONTRACT BRIDGE 


WHICH IS MORE IMPORTANT ? 


A TOUGH question has just been 


asked: "Which is the more impor- 
tant, bidding or playing?" 
That 


question is about aa easy to answer 
satisfactorily as to satisfactorily 
state whether the starter, trans- 
mission or steering gear of a car 
is most Important. In bridge there 
are two distinctly different con- 
tests: First, the bidding, and sec- 
ond, the playing. Usually both are 
Important. The right contract may 
mean game or slam with able man- 
agement. The wrong contract may 
mean a. big loss. 
Sometimes the 


bidding is simple and the play may 
require great skill. At other times 
the bidding is the vital factor, as 
there is no play to the hand. Were 
I forced to give my idea of the 
relative average values of bidding 
and play, I would guess that bid- 
ding is 40^0 and play 60% of the 
game. Today we have a hand in 
which bidding counts for 100%. 
That in very rare. 


The holdings of North and South 


require only casual observation to 
see that a grand slam may be made 
either at diamonds or no-trumps, 
but it is quite another matter to 
bid the holdings to a grand slam, 
knowing that the contract should 
b« fulfilled without risk. Such bid- 
ding requires perfect confidence be- 
tween partners. 
Evidently each 


had that confidence or the bidding 
would have ended short of the per- 
fect contract reached.
